Directions tor Restorinb thb Appar. 
intly Drowfid.— The last Royal Gazette 
publishes, for general information, the follow- 
ing new instructions, which have been issued 
by the institution for the restoration of per- 
sons apparently drowned. These instructions 
are the result of extensive inquiries which 
have been made by the institution amongst 
medical men and coroners throughout the 
United Kingdom, and have been transmitted 
to ti e t^*. mors of the various Coloaics for 
cir^RtioD : 

_^Scrd immediately for medical asais 1 :- 
fnce, blankets, and dry clothes, but proceed 
to treat tke patient instantly on the spot i» 
the open air, with the face downwards, 
whether on shore or afloat; exposing the face, 
neck, and chest to the wind, except in severe 
weather, and removing all tight clothing 
from the neck and chest, especially the 
braces. 

Tbe point* to be aimed at are — first and im- 
mediately, the restoration of breathing; and 
secondly, atier breathing is restored, tha pro- 
motion of warmth and circulation. 

The efforts to restore the breathing must be 
mmenced immediately and energetically, 
4nd persevered in for one or two hours, or un- 
til a medical man has pronounced Ufa extinct. 
Efforts to promote warmth and circu’ation, 
bejond removing the wet clothes and drying 
tbe skin, mnst not be made nntil tha first ap- 
pearance of natural breathing. For if circu- 
lation of the blood be induced bafore breath- 
ing has cemmenced the restoration of life will 
be endangered. 

II— To Mestcrs Breathing. — To clear the 
Throat— P’ace the patient on the floor or 
ground with the face downwards and one of 
the arms under tke forehead, in which position 
all fluids will more readily escape by the 
month, and tbe tongue itself will fall for- 
ward, leaving the entrance into the windpipe 
free Assist this operation by wiping and 
cleansing the month. 

If satisfactory breathing commences, use 
the treatment described below to promote 
warmtb. If there be only slight breathing — 
or no breathing— or if the breathing falls, 
then — 

To excite Breathing — Turn the patient well 
and instantly on the side, supporting the head, 
and — 

Excite tbe nostrils with snuff, hartshorn, 
and smelliug ealte, or tickle the throat with a 
feather, kc , if they are at hand. Rnb the 
•hest and face warm, and dash cold water, or 
cold and hot water alternately, on them. 

If there be no success, lose net a moment, 
but instantly — 

To imitate breathing — Replace the patient 
»n the face, raising and supporting the chest 
"ell on a folded ooat or other article of dress 
urn the body very gently on the side and 
a lil^e beyond, and then, briskly on the face, 
back again ; repeating these measures cau- 
tiously, < (fie'entiy, and persoveringly about 
fifteen times in the minute, or once every 
four or five seconds, occasionally varying the 
side. 

[Bv placing tbe patient on his chest, tbe 
weight of tbe body forces the air out; when 
turned on the side, this pressure is removed, 
and the air enters the chest.] 

On each occasion that the body is replaced 
ds-the face, make uniform but efficient pres- 
sure wiiu brisk movement, on the back be- 
tween atd belew tbe shoulder blades or ben is 
on each side, removing the pressure immedi- 
ately before tnrniog the body on the side. 
During tbe whole of the operations let one 
person attend solely to tha movements of the 
head and of the arms placed under it. 

The first measure increases the Expiration, 
the second commences Inspiration. 

,*»The re n't is respiration of natural 
breathing, and, if not too late, life. 

Whilst the above operations are being pro- 
ceeded with, dry 'he hands and feet, and, as 
soon as dry clothing or blankets can be pro- 
cured. strip 'be body and covar, or g-adnally 
reclothe it but taking care not to interfere 
with tbe efforts to restore breathing. . 

III— Sbcnld these efforts not prove success- 
fnl in the oon-se of from two to five minateg, 
proceed to imitate breathing by Dr. Silvester’s 
method, is follows: 

Place the patient on the back os a Hit sur- 
face, inclined a little upwards from the feet, 
raise and support the bead and shoulders on a 
small firm ensbion or folded article of dress 
pisced ueder the shoulder biade3. 

Draw forward the pattern’s tongue, and keen 
it prijecting beyond the lips; an elastic band 
over the tongue and under the chin will an- 
swer this purpose, or a piece of string or tane 
may be tied round them, or by raising 'he 
lower jaw, the teeth may be made to retain 
the tongne in that nosi'ion. Remove all tight 
clothing from about the neck and chest, es- 
pecially the braces. 

' nita'e tbe movements of Breathing — 
Sfanlfflg 3t the patient’s head, grasp tho arms 
jnst above tho elbows, and draw the arms 
gently and steadily upwards above tbe head, 
and keen them stretched upwards for two sec- 
onds. Bv this means air is drawn in the 
lurge. Then tnrn down the patient’s a-ms, 
"^d ptess them gently and firmly for two sec- 
onds against the sides of the chest. By this 
means air is pressed out of the lungs. 

Repeat these measures alternately, deliber- 
ately, and pets: veringly, about fifteen times 
in a minute, until a spontaneous effort to re- 
spire is perceived, immediately upon which 
cease to imitate the movements of breathing, 
and proceid to induce circulation and 
warm'h. 

IV . — Treatment after Natural Breathing 
has been Restored— To promote warmth and 
circulation commence rubbing the limbs up- 
wards, wi-b firm grasping pressure and en- 
ergy, urirg handkerchiefs, flannel, &o ; by 
this meaenr tbe blood is propelled along the 
yeirs toward the heart. 

Tbe friction mnst be continued under the 
blanket or over the dry clothing. 

Promote tbe warmth of the body by the ap- 
plication o f hot flannels, bottles, bladders of 
kot water, heated bricks, &3,, to tbe pit of the 
Stoma- b, the arm pits, betweet the thighs, and 
to tbe soles of the feet. 

If the pe'ient has been carried to a horse 
after respiration has been restored, be carefnl 
to let air play freely about the room. 

On the r* 8’ oration of life a teaspoonfnl of 
warm water should be given, and then, if the 
power of swal'owing has re'nrned, small 
quantities of w’ne, warm brandy and wats 1- , 
or ceffee, should be administered. Tne patient 
should be kept in bed, and a disposition to 
sleep eneorr»eed. 

General Observations — The above treatment 
should be persevered in for some hours, as it 
is an erroneous opinion that persons are irre- 
coverable because life does not soon make ita 
_appeurar ce, persons having been restored af- 
er persevering for many hours. 

Appearances which Generally Accompany 
Death — Breathing and the heart’s action 
cease entirely; the eyelids are generally half 
closed ; the pupils dilated ; thejaws e'em hei; 
the fingers semi-contracted; the tongue ao- 
proacbes to tbe under edges of the lips; and 
these, as well as the nostrils, are covered wi'h 
a frothy roneus. Coldness and pallor of sur- 
face increase. 

i— Prevent unnecessary crowding 
-person^ around the bony, especially if in 
an apartment. 

Avoid rough usage, and not allow tbe body 
to remain on tbe back, nnless the tongas is 
secure d. 

Under no circumstances hold the body up 
by the feet 

On tjo recount place the body in a warm 
bath, unites under medical direction, and 
even then it should only bs employed as a 
momentary excitement.

TUE CAPTCBE OF ATLANTA-OFFICIAL DES- 
PATCH OF GEN. SIIEKHAN. 

Was Dkfabtment, Washinton, Sept. 4. 

To Major-General Dix: 

Sherrxan’e official report of the capture of 
Atlanta has jnst been received, dated twenty- 
six miles ssuth of Atlanta, at six o’clock yes- 
terday morning, having been detained by the 
breaking of the telegraph line sis already re- 
ported. 

Our ermy withdrew from about Atlanta, and 
nn the 30 b made a break ou tbe Eaatpoiat 
Read, and reached a good position from which 
te strike tbe Macou Road. Howard was ou 
the right, near Jonesboro. Schofield was on 
the left, near Rough and Ready. Howard 
fcuLd tbe enemy iu force at Jonesboro, and 
intrenched hie troops wi'hin half a mile of the 
railroad. The enemy attacked him at three 
o’e'ock in the afternoon, and was easily re- 
pulsed, leaving bis dead and wounded. 

Finding strong opposition on tue real, I 
advanced the left and centre rapidly to the 
tailrosd, and made a good lodgment, and 
broke it all the way from Rough and Ready 
down to Howard’s left, near Jonesboro', and 
by the same movement I interposed my wnole 
aimy between Atlanta and that prrtof the 
entmy entrenched in and around Jonesboro’. 

Ou tbe 1st we made tbe a tack on the ene- 
my at Jonesboro, the 14th corps, Geu. Jeff 0. 
Dnvis, < arrj tog the works, and capturing ten 
guns and one thousand prisoners. The ene- 
my Tetrer.ttd sou'h, and we have followed 
him to bis hastily constiuoted lines, near 
Uov joy’s station. 

Hood, finding me ou tbe eily rood that 
conld supply him. and between him and a con- 
eideiable part of his army, blew up the ntigv 
zine in Atlanta and left in the night. 

Tbe 20 h corps. General S.ocu n, took p:s 
seteion of the ci'y, so Atlanta is ours, and 
fairly won. 

Since the 5* h of May we have been in one 
coreiant battle or skirmish, ana we need rest. 
Our lots* s won’t exceed 1,200, aad wo have 
over 300 rebel dead, 250 wounded, and over 
1,500 prisoners.

The following despatch from General Silly 
wes transmitted by General Pope, yesterday, 
to General Sibley : 

“EBADqCARTBRS Dbp't NoBTHWBBT, 1 
“August 29, 1864. J 
' Brig. Gen. Sibley, St. Paul: 

"The following despatch is just received 
ftom Gen. Sally : 

"Camp on Hbart R;teb, August 2. 

"I came ta the Indian camp (over sixteen 
hundred lodges) last Monday, in the Tah-ka- 
ka-kuty mountains, near Little Missouri 
After six bouts’ fight drovs them from their 
strong position— from their camp. Destroyed 
im me nte quantities of provisions and property. 
Indian loss iu killed heavy. Oars very slight.

Operations of Andreson's Band — Ou 
Sundey last forty men under Oaptaiu Parks, 
of tke 4th M 8. M , from Boonviiie, encoun- 
tered Andersen’s and parts of other bands, 
near the farm cf Com. Rollins, iu Howard 
county. It appears that the Federal force 
wae tidtog along, when two rebels rode out 
ot the wooes iu advance of them into the 
road. These were fired upon and their 
toisee secured, but the men escaped. Tne 
Federa’a moved on and were very soon after- 
wards fired on from the bushes by a party 
of rebels, numbering between seventy- 
five and one hundred, under Audtrson. Cap- 
tain Parks formed bis men under lire. Tho 
volley from the bushes was followed by a 
charge of the rebels, which broke tho hue. 
Confusion ensued, and, being overpowered, 
tbe Federate retired. Seven were killed and 
carried to Boonviiie. Two were wotluded aud 
succeeded in making their escape, and three 
more missing, or unaccounted for. It te re- 
ported that another was found dead ou Tues- 
day in tbe vicinity where the fighting oc- 
curred, and buritd by the cit zeas, which may 
account fcr one of the missing. Two oi tue 
rebels are thought to have been killed 

Fiendish Barbarism — Shocking as it seems, 
the Federal dead were scalped aod otherwise 
lacerated by these demons. We have this 
from pereone who saw tbe remains. From the 
beads of come almost the eutire scalp was 
skinned ; from others only a email piece was 
cut, about the size of a silver dollar; from the 
foreheads of othets small strips ot skin were 
c ut, as rrepbies, by these incarnate fieDds. 
Tte deed were stripped of their clo:h- 
ing, to be used, no doubt, to practise 
lutes on our troops. These sickening and 
inhuman atrocities are a scandal to the 
age, tr d speak to tbe military authorities with 
a lore e which no language can express. We 
mplf.re them to take some steps to relieve the 
coumry cf these demons, who openly boast 
of ib ir maidere of soldiets and Union men, 
and who carry with them tho evidences of 
heir bloody deeds iu the form of human 
.celpe!

Mosquito and Fly Bites —It is difficult to 
-av any tnieg Lew aoout mosquitoes, but they 
haVe vui'ed this eity in such enormous fl tckj 
during the past week that they demand a 
paisirg notice, and we have no doubt that 
nr readers would be very glad to see them 
d smisted with only one. W ith the exception 
of ihe sLao-flies which invade the shores of 
Like Ontario in June and July, aud waich 
tometimes cover the decks of steamboats to 
the depth of eeven or eight inches in a few 
moments, we have never seen more multitu- 
dinous swarms of insects on the wing out of 
towL — say ou Staten Island, for instance — 
while in town they have gradually become a 
ptificrnuirai.ee. The sting of the mosquito, 
too, for some reaton or other, seems to oe aa- 
QcUstjy acrimonious this season, while flies, 
spiders, aud certain o*her insects, have ac- 
quired a sort of bite that produces very great 
i fl-mma ion, attended with much pa n, and, 
when upon the eyelids, the lips, or any tea- 
ser part, often proves exceedingly dangerous. 
In explanation of this latter phenomenon, it is 
said that animals, dying of disease, are nor 
buried f efficiently deep in the earth; that the 
flies, 4c, g't at and devour the de-ayrag 
flesh, and imbioe ihe poisonous matter of the 
dieeasfi; that they communicate it to the e,»i- 
cets who devour them (thus makiog their 
Dire unusually virulent at times), as weil as 
to a!) other crea'ures they light upon. Be 
the canoe wfcat it may, the number ot persons 
suffering irom such ills at present, is sarprte 
ugly large iu this city, and some of tlrem 
have been laid up in anguich for days, to our 
knowledge, through the iastru mentality of 
-uch apparently insignificant circnmataaces. 
If the wound b« poulticed at once and be 
treated etriously, the mischievous eymptons 
soon disappear. Few persons, however, con- 
sider a mosquito sting, a spider bite, or a fly 
cite, a matter of each moment, and the conse- 
quent neglect leads to an aggravated disor- 
der. "Forewarned is forearmed,’’ however, 
end it would be j cst M well f >r our readers to 
be ou lh:ir guard and act accordingly.

Fcrteib Indian Aikocities — Charles 
Long, who recently arrived at Kansas City 
from Salt Lake, with a train, writes to the 
Kansas City Journal a narrative of his adven- 
tures, from which we make these extracts: 

On the 22d nit. we camped at Deer Creek 
station. Here we fonnd Gardner, Weakfieid, 
and Larimer wounded. The former in a con- 
dition not expected to live, the last to recover 
— both cf Allen county, Kansas. Tnis was a 
party attacked by the Indians on tbe 12th of 
July, at Little Box Elder, ten miles east of 
Deer creek. The Indians at first came np to 
the party and pretended to bi friendly. They 
asked for something to eat, and while 
seme wis being prepared, the Indians 
commenced firing on the party, killing 
three, and wounding the above two. 
They tock the women and children 
along as prisoners. One, a Mrs. Lari- 
mer, with a little boy, seven years old, 
got away fiem the savages in the night ana 
returned safe on the fifth day to Deer Station. 
Mis. Kelly, theother lady, had not been heard 
frr.m since she lefc. Mr. Kelly was ont at 
tbe time with a sqnad of soldiers in search for 
ter. The little giri of Mrs Kelly was found 
killed and scalped. In our party a collection 
was mace for Mrs. Latimer, which resulted in 
gening her sixty-five dollars. 

On the 23d we met William Barkley and 
wife, Joseph Aeplin* and wife, Thomas Bo- 
ler atd family, all in good spirits, but they 
have had s-me lose of catile. This night we 
camped at Lafouie, sixty-five miles west of 
Fort Laramie. Here Henry Sohaefor was 
killed, urder the fo. lowing ci cumstances: 
The males atd s ock had to be well herded and 
gnarded on account of tbe troubles with the 
redskins. Mr. Sohaefor, being very cautions 
about hie stock, lett camp about ten o’clock 
to see whether the guard and males were all 
right, which seemed to bo, and was ou 
bis return fo fbe camp egaiu; when ail at 
orce a report of a r fie w«9 heard, and ihe 
seme lime tbe loud cries of Mr. Sctoc'or for 
Charles Long; whereupon Charles Lang bur- 
in d to the spot, and arrived jnst in time 
enough to hear from bis own lipa that he wai 
shot mortally. Charles Long took him to the 
camp, and did ail tor hie comfort that he could 
do. Be died in ebout fifteen minutes and a 
half past ten o’clock. The uain started im- 
mediately and drove on for two days and 
nights with the corpse to get to Fort Laramie. 

On the 8 b, between 8 and 9 o’clock, wa 
saw a tiain in sight bound fjr Denver, con- 
sisting cf twelve wagons and one buggy, 
w hich was attacked by ebout 126 Indians. 
They killed eleven men, and took the women 
alorg SB prisoners. The party is rnnoosed to 
be Inin St. Jos-ph and Council Bluffs. The 
Indites drove the stock off, and burned the 
wagons and contents. 

On the 9th a train came from Denver, of 
abtut sixty wigons. Vie prooeeded to the 
place where the cruelty had been perpetrated, 
picked np tbe dead, ar.d buri< d the same. Ac- 
cording to the diff-rent Indian usage?, the 
Indians must have been Sioux aud Cbeyenues.

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An Address to Soldiers —The Democrat- 
ic Executire Committee of Michigan has is- 
sued the fol'owing address to the soldiers from 
that State: 

To the Officers and Soldiers of Michigan Reg- 
iments now in the Field: 

By an act of the Legislature, yon are to vote 
at the next election (Nov. 8) for Presidents 
electois. members of Congress, and. the va- 
rious officers of the Stato. The right to vote 
is valuable only as it is free. It has been 
claimed by R publicans that your votes will 
be a unit for their candidates.

Obedience in mil- 
itary matters is indispensable, but a free ballot 
is your right. 

The Commissioners who will go to yon will 
be cent by Republican authority. Perhaps 
your sources ot knowledge will not be under 
the same dictation. Seek light from Demo- 
cratic sources. Believe not the slanders ut- 
tered against Democrats and the Democratic 
party. The term “traitor” and other oppro- 
brious epithets do not belong to them. Call to 
mind the personal and pecuniary sacrifices of 
Democrats in raising troops, in famishing 
means for the war, itr sustaining your fami- 
lies at home, in sending sanitary sappliei to 
you in the field, and in volunteering to fill 
your ranks. They still continue to sustain 
you and provide for your families at home. 
They are with yon and for you in every emer- 
gency. 

You are about to express by thebal'ot your 
opinions as to the policy which should govern 
in our present national difficulties. You, with 
the voters at home, are to decide whether 
peace and a union of all the States are prefer- 
able to the policy now announced of unend- 
ing war for negro equality. 

This was not the poliey under which the 
veterans enlisted. No; that policy was to put 
down the rebellion and restore the Union un- 
der the Censtitntion. But the President has 
changed, Congress ha? changed, the Republi- 
can leaders have changed. They are now ul- 
tra abolitionists. But many conservative Re- 
publicans will vote with us for a restoration 
of the old order of things. 

If yon think they are right, unite with 
these conservative men and with us for this 
object. Let ns have a change of administra- 
tiorf. Would you have the war carried on, 
provided it be necessary, solely for the Union 
and Ibe restoration of peace, then vote for a 
change. The present administration can 
only unite the South, divide public sentiment 
at the Nortk, proloDg the war indefinitely, 
and end finally in dissolution. 

Changed to a Democratic administration, 
and you may hope to see a restored Union, an 
early return to peace, and that biassed re 
union with friends a: home, who are watch- 
ing your every peril, rejoicing in your every 
success, and waiting your return from the 
dangers and sufferings of war. 

Seek for correct political infonnatioi, and 
follow not blind political guides and speculat- 
ing shoddyites, who for petaonal gain would 
plunge the country into financial rain, leave 
your families destitute, and destroy onr armies 
in pursuing their chimerical phantoms — o: 
abolitionism. 

Thus much we have been constrained to say, 
that the position of the Democratic party 
may not be misunderstood. We are now and 
ever for the Union, the Constitution, and the 
enforcement of the laws. All eye - are now 
upon yon. Your votes may decide the fate of 
fnture generations and the existence of onr 
time-honored Republic. Still further illus 
trate, by joat free vote, the glorious name and 
ame yon have achieved for yourselves and the 
State, in yonr gallant military deeds and an 
paralleled heroism. Go for the Democratic 
conservative policy : — for war so far only as 
WAR MAT BE NECESSARY, AND ALWATS TO 
MAINTAIN THE UNION, THE SUPREMACY OF THE 
LAWS, AND TO SECURE AN EARLT AND AN 
HONORABLE PEACE. 

This address is as applicable to the soldiers 
of other States as to those of Michigan. We 
commend it to the soldiers of the Union with 
out respect to State lines. The address is cor 
rect in statement, just in principle, and pa- 
triotic in purpose. It is a truthful, sound, and 
honest appeal. Let onr gallant soldiers pon- 
der it well. The fate of the Union depends 
partly ea their ballots as well as on their bul- 
lets. The soldiers of the Uuion have bravely 
discharged their bullets at the enemy in the 
field. We now call upon them bravely to 
discharge their ballots at the enemy in the 
high places of the government. If we do not 
dislodge the unarmed enemy within the cita- 
del, th'e aimed enemy without, aided by the 
enemy within for another dreary term of im- 
becility, corruption, and perfidy, will inevita- 
bly level to the ground the proud city of onr 
liberties, turning to ashes in onr grasp the 
fruits of all the sufferings and sacrifices of the 
army and of the people. The enemy within 
the citadel must be dislodged. 

And the people have determined that he 
shall be. On a certain fair morning in No 
vcm' er next, under the command of General 
George B. McClellan, they propose ti move 
upon the enemy’s works, to carry them, to 
flank the rebellion, to take possession of the 
Union under the Gonstitntion, and to restore 
an honorable and a lasting peace to the Re 
public one and indivisible. When that all- 
glorious assault shall be made, and the victo 
rious freemen of the land are pouring through 
the breach, to the music of the star-spaugied 
banner which floats in triumph abive them, 
who that ever fought for the Union will not 
blush to be found crouching behind the ram- 
parts of the foe? Few, aB we sincerely be- 
lieve. And we trust in God that few will 
voluntarily subject themselves to this ordeal ol 
f .lly and of shame. 

(©'The New York Journal of Commerce, 
in noticing the nomination of General Me 
Clellan, says: 

The name of George B. McClellan is pre 
seated to the American people as a candidate 
to occupy the Presidential chair, on the plat- 
form of the Union and the Constitution. One 
more worthy to be trusted, more able to sus- 
tain the respocsibili ies devolved on him, could 
not be found in the country. The irreproach- 
able man, as he was styled a few days since by 
a radical paper, the young and accomplished 
soldier and defender of the Union, the Amer- 
ican citizen of strangely mature statesman- 
ship, the scholar, the Christian, the man, is 
demanded for the highest service in the coun- 
try. He is a man, every inch of him. Nor 
in a moment like this is it unfitting to say that 
this nomination has been forced on him 
against his most earnest wishes and that, if 
he accepts it, it will be at a sacrifice of feeling 
which few can appreciate. 

; The Journal of Commerce does not here pay 
merely an unmeaning compliment to General 
McClellan's modesty and disinterestedness 
By no means. The tribute is real. It is mer- 
ited. It is the simple truth. And this is a 
very fitting relation in which to produce Gov- 
ernor Seymour’s impressive testimony to the 
same truth before the Chicago Convention. 

In a panee of the proceedings, while the 
Ohio delegation was revising its vote in view 
of the assured nomination of General McClel- 
lan by an overwhelming majority, Governor 
Seymour rose, and, having alluded to the fact 
that some gentlemen had done him the honor 
to name him in connection with the Presi- 
dency, and having stated that many months 
before he had announced to his friends in New 
York that for reasons both pnblic and private 
he conld not be a candidate for that high 
office, he proceeded thus :

The strong, the earnest wish of the, 
people, however, has willed that it should be 
otherwise.

wiBhee,” and, if “he accepts it, it will be at a 
Sacrifice of feeling which few can appreciate." 

“But,” continues onr NewYork contemporary ) 
and every conservative patriot in the land will 
unite in the judgment, “he must accept it, and 
he must then have the office itself forced on him 
by the voice of the people in such overwhelm- 
ing majority that he will have strength for the 
vast responsibilities which are involved in 
such an election. He will be elected. 
The signs of the times leave no doubt 
of it. Neither extreme of politics can be 
expected to command the united vote of the 
people, and it is, therefore, eminently fortn 
nate and well judged that the convention 
should seleat a man who Is known by his pub- 
lished letters and papers to be one of the sol- 
diers of the Union who has taken a complete 
view of the political as well as the military 
condition of the country, and who has never 
failed to understand the relations which each 
bore to the other — who views war only as a 
means to peace, and who will waste no blood 
or life if he can .save the Unien by other 
meaDS. The good men of all parties will 
unite on McClellan. The army, who love him 
as of old with faithful affection, will sustain 
him. The nation, under his lead, will emerge 
from the trial of b'ood into peace and prosper- 
ity. The Union will be restored. The Consti- 
tution will be established. The affections of a 
divided family will be turned back and re- 
vived ; the hearts of the separated sections 
will be knit together.

W e shall have 
a clear sky before high noon on this beloved 
land, and the mid day of onr glory will not 
know any more such hours of tempestuous 
agony. Ceme forth then to the work, young 
men and old men ! Y onr leader is young, bat 
he is old in thought, calm in judgment, strong 
in act. His name will ring through the land 
as when he led the hosts at Antietam. He 
has twice, yes, thrice, saved the capital. Call 
him now to save the nation I” Ay, call him 
now to save the nation, and make his calling 
and election sure. 

George H. Pendleton. — Constrained to ad 
mit the high ability and the spotless character 
of George H. Pendleton, the Republicans at- 
tempt to impeach his love of country. The 
attempt is idle. They say he is either a dis- 
ciple or a fellow factionist of Vallandigham. 
They are mistaken. He is neither. Mr. 
Pendleton and Mr. Vallandigham parted at the 
very opening of the war; and they have 
never come together since. On this point we 
can very easily satisfy a candid inquirer. 

The first clause of Mr. Crittenden’s famous 
resolution, as our readers will remember, is 
as follows: 

That the present deplorable civil war has 
been forced upon the country by the dis- 
unionists of the Southern States, now in re 
volt against the constitutional govern msntj 
and in aims around tho capital. 

For this clause Mr. Pendleton voted. Mr. 
Vallandigham did not. Thus they parted at 
the outset; and they have never since been to- 
gether any nearer. 

Subsequently duriDg the same session ol 
Congress, Mr. Pendleton introduced the fol 
lowing resolution in the House: 

Resolved, That, under the constitution, the 
rights, powers, and duties ot all the States of 
the Union are equal; that in order to maintain 
the Gonstitntion and the Union, this equality 
muBt be preserved; that every hoseat effort to 
perpetuate the Union must be made in ac 
cordance with the Constitution, and with a 
purpose to maintain this equality; that an at- 
tempt on the part of the Federal Government 
to subjugate any of the States, and hold them 
as territories or provinces, or in any position 
imerier to that of any other State, or to inter- 
fere with their State governments, or with 
their CO - ei tic institutions, or to abolish or in- 
terfere with slavery within their limits, would 
be an attempt to destroy this equality, and 
would, it successful, subvert the Gonstitutioa 
and the U nion. 

Resolved , therefore, by the Senate and House 
of Representatives, That Congress does here- 
by soltmnly declare that hostilities against 
the so-called Confederate States shall be so 
prosecuted as to enforce obedience to the ob- 
ligations of the constitution, and the laws 
passed in accordance therewith; and that 
they shall not be so prosecuted as to redace to 
a position of inferiority any of the States, or 
to interfere with their State governments, or 
to abolish slavery within their limits. 

In the coarse of the same session, he de- 
livered a speech, in which he said: 

I desire, sir, to vote for all measures asked 
for to enable the government to maintain its 
honor and dignity, which may be sanctioned 
by the constitution, and by any reasonable 
view of the necessity of the case. I will 
heartily, zealonsly, gladly support any honest 
effort to maintain the Union, and reinvigor- 
ate the ties which bind these States together. 
Bat, sir, I am not willing to vote for more 
men or more money than the Administration 
asks; more than it can fairly use; more than 
General Scott, who advises aad controls the 
Administration, telle us be thinks necessary. 
Neither will I vote for an increase of the regu- 
lar army; for this uprising of the people of 
the North shows that our brave and noble 
volunteers are ready and able to do the work 
now to be done better than regulars can. 
And the only necessity of increasing the reg- 
ular army now is to give patronage and power 
to the Administration in the appointment of 
officers. 

Neither, sir, will I vote for bills of indem 
Dity to the President; for bills which are not 
intended to relieve the country from its difii- 
cnlties, but to cover the acts and doings of 
the Administration from fair investigation 
and honest judgment. Nor will I vote for 
the suspension ot those laws for the protection 
of personal liberty, which the President tells 
ps were paeeed in too great tendernees of the 
rights of citizens. Nor will I close my lips, 
lest I may speak of usurpations, or corrup- 
tions and abuses, which are said to be rite in 
this city now, lest the government may be 
thereby weakened. Sir, let the government 
depend for its strength upon the integrity of 
its motives and its adherence to the constitu- 
tion — I will vote for none of these measures; 
but I will do what is necessary to give the 
Administration power to maiatain the go v- 
eiment, and prevent disaster to the flag. 

At the same session, he offered the follow- 
irg resolution, which was adopted: . 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military 
Affairs be instructed to inqnire into the expe- 
diency of providing by law that officers of 
volunteers shall be entitled to receive their 
pay according to the same rales and times of 
payment as officers in the regular service. 

About the same time, he introduced a b 11 
for Ihe relief of the Ohio volunteers, which, 
though it gave rise to much discussion,. he 
carried through sneef’Ss’uUy. In short, he 
faithfully redeemed his pledge “to vote for 
all measures asked for to enable the govern- 
ment to maintain its honor and dignity, 
which may be sanctioned by the constitution, 
and by any reasonable view of the necessity 
of the case.” Nay, he himself asked for such 
measures, when the friends of the Adminis- 
tration were silent. While condemning the 
Administration, he supported the govern- 
ment. 

And so he has ever done. At the late ses- 
sion of Congress, he voted for the Holman 
resolutions, which, though familiar to our 
readers, we here subjoin in full: 

Resolved, That the doctrine recently an- 
nounced that the States in which an armed 
insurrection has existed against the Federal 
Government have ceased to be States of the 
Union, and shall be held on the ultimate de- 
feat of that insurrection as Territories or 
subjugated provinces, and governed as such 
by the absolute will of Congress and the Fed- 
eral Executive, or restored to the Union on 
conditions unknown to the constitution of 
the United States, ought to be rebuked and 
condemned as manifestly unjust to the loyal 
citizens of those States, tending to prolong 
the war, and to confirm the treasonable theo- 
ry of secession; and, if carried into effect, 
must greatly endanger the pnblic liberty and 
the coRetitutional powers and rights of all 
the States, by centralizing and consolidating 
the powers of the government, State and 
national, in the Federal Executive. 

Resolved, That the only object of the war 
ought to be to subjugate the armed insurrec- 
tion which, far the time being, suspends the 
proper relations of certain States with the 
Federal Government, and to re-establish the 
supremacy of the constitution; and the loyal 
eitizens of those States, and the masses of the 
people thereof, submitting to the authority of 
the constitution, ought not to be hindered 
from restoring the proper relations of their re- 
spective Slates with the Federal Government, 
so far ae the same is dependent on the volun- 
tary act of the people, by any condition ex- 
cept unconditional submission to the consti- 
tution and laws of the United States. In the 
language heretofore solemnly adopted by 8on- 
grtEB, the war ought not to be waged on our 
part for er.y purpose of corquest or subjuga- 
tion, or purpose of overthrowing or interfer- 
ing with the rights or established institutions 
of those States, bat to defend aad maintain 
the supremacy of the constitution, and to pre- 



serve the UniOD, with all the dignity, equali- 
ty, and rights of the several States unimpair- 
ed ; and as soon as these obj rets are accom- 
plished tbe war ought to cease. 

Resolved, That ail necessary and proper ap 
propriatiors of money ought to be promptly 
made by this Congress for the snpport of the 
military and naval forces o! the government, 
and all m ensures of legislates, neesssary to 
incresse and promote the efficiency of the a-- 
my and navy, and to maintain the public 
credit, ought to be adopted, that, through a 
vigorous prosecution of the war, peace on the 
basis of the Union of the Suites aad the su 
premacy of the constitution may be the more 
rpeedily obtained. 

Such is the record of the young statesman 
and patriot whom the Republicans stigmatize 
as an unconditional peace man. Mr. Pendle- 
ton is indeed a peace man; but he is a Con- 
stitutional Union peace man. He is for peace 
at the earliest practicable moment on the basis 
of the Union and the Constitution. This is 
the head and front of his offending. 



osr Those who pretend to fear that with 
the success of McClellan the country will be 
dragged into a dishonorable peace should 
refresh themselves by reading his Harrison’s 
Landing letter to the President of the United 
Statee. We reproduce it here:

Mr. President: Yon have been fuily in- 
fotmed that the rebel army is in onr (con', 
with the purpose ot overwhelming us by at- 
tacking onr positions, or reducing ns by block- 
ing our river communications. I cannot but 
regard our condition as critical, and I earu 
eetly desire, in view of possible contingencies, 
to lay before your Excellency, for your pri- 
vate consideration, my general views con 
cerning the existing state of the rebellion, al- 
though they do not strictly relate to the situ- 
ation of this army, or strictly come within 
the scope of my official duties. These views 
amount to convictions, and are deeply im 
pressed upon my mind and heart. Oar erase 
must never be abandoned; it is the cause of 
free institutions and self-government. The 
Constitution and the Union must be preserv- 
ed ; whatever may be the cost in time, treasure, 
or blood. If secession is success ul, other dis- 
solutions are clearly to be seen in the fuiure 
Let neither military disaster, political taction, 
nor foreign war, shake yonr settled purpose tj 
enforce the equal operation of the laws of the 
United States upon the people of every State 

The time has come when the Government 
must determine upon a civil and m litary 
policy coveriDgthe whole ground of our na- 
tional trouble. The responsibility of deter- 
mining, declaring, and supporting such civil 
and military policy, and of directing the 
w hole course of national affairs in regard 
to the rebellion, mast now be assumed and ex- 
ercised by you, or our cause will be lost. Tne 
Constitution gives you power sufficient even 
for 'he present terrible exigency. 

This rebellion bas assumed the char deter of 
war; as such it should be regarded; and it 
should be conducted upon the highest princi- 
ples known to Christian civilization. It 
should not be a war looking to the snbjnga 



tionof the people of any State in any event. 
It should not be at all a war upon population, 
but against armed forces and political organi- 



zations. Neither confiscation of property, polit- 
ical executions of persons, territorial organiza- 
tion of S rates, or forcible abolition of slavery, 
should be contemplated for a moment. In 
prosecuting the war, all private property and 
unarmed persons should be strictly protected, 
subject only to the necessity of military ope- 
rations. All private property taken for mili- 
tary use should be paid or receipted for; pil- 
lage and waste should bo treated as high 
crimes; all unnecessary trespass sternly pro 
bibited; and offensive demeanor by tbe mili- 
tary toward citizens promptly rebuked. 
Military arrests should not be tolerated, ex 
cept in places where active hostilities exist, 
and oaths not required by enactmen‘3, consti- 
tutionally made, should be neither demanded 
nor received. Military government should 
be confined to the preservation of public 
order and the protection of political rights. 
Military power should not be allowed 
to interfere with the relations of servitude, 
either by supporting or impairing the author- 
ity of tbe master, except for sappressing disor- 
der, as in other cases. Slaves contraband un- 
der the act of Congress, seeking military pro- 
tection, should receive it. The right of the 
Government to appropriate permanently to its 
own service claims to slave labor should be 
asserted, and the right of the owner to com- 
pensation therefor Bbould be recognized. 

This principle might be extended, upon 
grounds of military necessity and security, 
all the slaves within a particular State, thus 
working manumission in such State; and ia 
Missouri, perhaps in Western Virginia also, 
and possibly even in Maryland, theexoedieaey 
of such a measare is only a question of time. 

A system of policy thus censtltutional and 
conservative, and pervaded by the influences 
of Christianity and freedom, would receive 
the support of almost all truly loyal men, 
would deeply impress the rebel masses and ail 
foreign nations, and it might be hnmbly hoped 
that it would commend itself to the favor of 
the Almighty. 

Unless the principles governing the future 
conduct of onr straggle shall be made known 
and approved, the effort to obtain requisite 
forceB will be almost hopeless. A declaration 
of radical views, especially upon slavery, will 
rapidly disintegrate our present armies. 

The policy of the Government mast be sup- 
ported by concentration of military power. 
The national forces should not be dispersed in 
expeditions, posts of occupation, and numer- 
ous armies, bat should be mainly collected 
into masses, and bronght te bear upon the 
armies of the Confederate States. Those 
armies thoroughly defeated, the political 
structure which they support will soon cease 
to exist. 

In carrying ont any system of policy which 
you may form, you will require a command- 
er- in-chief of the army; one who possesses 
yonr confidence, understands your views, and 
who is competent to execute your orders by 
directing the military forces of the nation to 
the accomplishment of the objects by yon pro- 
posed. 1 do not ask that place for myself. I 
am willing to serve you in snch position as 
yon may assign me, and I will do so as faith- 
fully as ever subordinate served superior. 

1 may be on the brink of eternity, and, as I 
hope for lorgiveness from my Maker, I have 
written this leiter with sincerity toward you 
and Lorn love of my couutry. 

Very respectfully, your obedient servant, 

G. B. McOLELLiN, 
Major-General Commanding. 

This was written jnst after the battle of 
Malvern Hills left McClellan master of his sit- 
uation, after having changed his base from the 
Cbickabeminy to the James river. Two days 
af erward, on the 9th, President Lincoln vis- 
ited the General’s camp on the Peninsula, and, 
after consultation, on the 11th General Halleck 
was appointed General-in-Ohief, who on the 
3d of August ordered the evacuation of the 
Peninsula. Have we reached any nearer to 
Richmond now than McClellan was more than 
two years ago? 

V& On Thursday last in a notice of Jesse’s 
movements we said that a few nights previ- 
ously the guerilla band was at McDowell's, 
opposite Springport, and not aware of tljo 
proximity of onr scouting party which was 
resting at Mr. Perry’s, one mile from the 
guerilla camp. We have reliable information 
that there was no such camp established; on 
the evening in question, Jesse, John Marshall, 
and two men rode into McDowell’s yard just 
at supper time, dismounted, hitched their 
horses, and uneercmonionsly proceeded to eat. 
It would have been of little use to deny hos 
pitality to them, for persons of their stamp 
always take what they want if it is 
cot freely given. After they had appeas- 
ed their hunger they left very quietly, 
for, though they knew the Federal troops 
were near, they thought the night would 
deter their advance. The next morning Oapt 
Brownlee, of the 30th Kentucky, rode up to 
McDowell’s and, was told that Jesse had been 
there the night before. The reason the Oapt un 
did not reach there at the same time was he had 
beard that one hundred men were in camp, 
and, as he tad but forty -eight, ha did not deem 
it prudent, on a dark night, to attack an in- 
trenched camp with such a disproportionate 
ferce. Our information, therefore, that the 
guerillas had received timely information from 
some rebel sympathizer to make good their 
retreat, appears to have been erroneous. 

8©*' It seems that the President was right 
after all in allowing bnt fifty days from the 
issue of his proclamation for 500,000 msn to 
permit the quotas to be filled by enlis'ment, 
and at the expiration of that time ordering a 
draft. The original law on record in the 
State Department says 30, but the edition of 
the statutes at large, issued by Little & 
Brown, w hich Congress has declared official, 
and entitled to be quoted in conrt as compe- 
tent evidence of the several pnblic and pri- 
vate acts of Congress, makes the time sixty 
days. This discrepancy is the resnlt doubt- 
lees of a clerical error in copying the law for 
the use of the official printers, as we have 
never known an error to be made ia their office. 
Tte temporary postponement of the draft for 
a time will remedy all difficulty. 

Mr. Lincoln hasn't exhibited any of 
bis antics lately. Bnt we shall stir him ap 
wi h a long poll in November.

The notice above appears in the Press with- 
out havin g been sent to any of the other papers 
uf our city, and is, of course, an artful dodge 
of the abolitionists to make capital ont of the 
victories of Sherman at Atlanta, and Farra- 
gnt at Mobile. As the call is addressed to the 
Union men, let the friends of McClellan and 
Pendleton overlook the discourtesy of those 
who are getting np the meeting, and join to 
swell the assemblage in honor of the noble 
deeds of onr volunteer soldiers and tars. 

R. W. Field— His Peculiarities.— Robert 
W. Field was released from arrest yesterday. 
It appears that he is a half- crasy character, 
end cannot be held responsible for all his acts 
and highly-colored little fibs. He formerly 
belonged to the 9th Kentucky cavalry, Gov. 
Jacob’s old regiment. He was always re- 
garded as a peculiar genius, and much mis- 
chief, generally of a harmless nature, could 
be traced to him. The Governor related to us 
an amusing incident yesterday, of which he 
was the chief actor, and which fnlly illustrates 
his character. One night the old 9:h was en- 
camped in the presence of an enemy, and it 
was cot known at what honr an attack might 
be made. About midnight, the pickets were 
startled by the crackling of brush and bend- 
ing of bushes in their immediate front. A 
voice was heard, first in a low tone, giving 
commands: “Steady, boys! Keep in line!’’ 
then swelling the volnme until the still night 
air rang with the stentorian cries. All the 
commands were rapidly given necessary to 
bri:^^! brigade of troops into baUle line, 
ffaing np with “Fix bayonets! Double 
uick! Charge!” A terrible racket among 
the brush followed, and the boys of the 9;h 
tumbled into battle-line, expecting a whole 
brigade of rebel troops to be down upon them 
in a moment. They waited patiently, but 
no hostile front could be seen charging in the 
darkness. The cracking of brash was still 
heard in the distance, and Col. Jacob at once 
advanced a strong line of skirmishers to learn 
the cause. Cautiously the skiimish-line ad- 
vanced, and soob the enemy was surrounded 
and made prisoner, which proved to be none 
other than the excitable Robert W. Field. 
He had strayed away from the camp, felt one 
of his strange delirinms come over him, and 
in his wild imapinatior, he was a Gen- 
eral maicenvring his troops in battle. When 
cunoucded by the skirmishers, he was wild- 
ly raving, directing troops in the very heat 
of a visionary affray, and creating a terrible 
commotion among the low underbrush. 
It is said that the members of the old 
9th often recall and laugh over the 
crazy Field and his immaginary battle. 
This incident fnlly represents the character 
of the to an. When delirious, he conjures np 
some of the wildest visions and enacts charac- 
ters with all the breathless earnestness of 
reality. When not nnder the influence of 
the strange, peculiar spells, he is quiet and 
harmless in his rustic simplicity. He was a 
brave and fearless soldier, and served his 
country well. His commander learned to 
read his character, and his frantic freaks and 
phantom chases, generally resulted in but lit- 
tle harm. 

We excuse him for the little fibs he told us 
last Sunday evening, yet hops that he will 
bring ns no more excited reports of phantom 
attles. We appreciate his kindness in mani- 
ing so much interest in the enterprise of 
the’' Journal, but will thank him equally as 
much if he will as kindly forget to remember 
ns in the future. Keep cool, Giorge, or we 
shall feel like recommending yon as a candi- 
date for the Lunatic Asylum! 

Rsbil Prisoners.— The Nashville train 
brought up yesterday twenty-one prisoners of 
■war, captured from Gen. Wheeler’s command, 
and “ighteen deserters from the rebel army. 
They were turned over to Captain Jones, and 
cotfined in the Military Prison. Three other 
prisoners were received— the Chaplain of the 
4th Tennessee rebel cavalry, captured at 
Franklin, and two citizens of Franklin, Ten- 
nessee, who claim to be British subjects. The 
two were sent to the Military Prison, and 
placed in confinement with the rebel soldiers.

Tne 
Britons, if really subjects of Queen Victoria, 
will be released, and allowed to eDjey the 
freedom of this broad land.

The Allknsville Affair. — In onr Sunday 
Journal appeared a paragraph in regard to 
a raid upon AUensville by guerillas. We 
have learned the details more fully from a 
gentleman who resides in the village. 
The guerillas numbered forty men under 
command of Capt. Martin Bryant. Thsy en- 
tered the town at 1 o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing, and inquired for the store of Mr. R. R. 
Mart. They were directed to it by one of the 
citizens, and, awakening thu proprietor, they 
asked him it he had any gray cloth, or mili- 
tary goods in the house. Mr. Mart had a 
quantity of gray cloth on hands, which was 
bought and paid far by the guerillas. They 
then visited a saddler-shop and purchased a 
considerable amount of unfinished work. 
After they bad been in the village 
an hour or more, they approached 
Mr. John Gcrmley’s store, and, awakening 
Mr. G., demanded entrance. He opened his 
doors, and a portion of the band looked 
through the store-room, inquiring for mili- 
tary goods. Being informed that be had 
nothing of the kind in the house, one of the 
guerillas ascended the steps leading to the gar- 
ret, and, feeling under the eave, sixteen oil 
cartridge-boxes were brought to light, eight 
of which the guerillas carried away. The 
house was an old one, but recently occupied 
by Mr. Gormley. Some time ago he built a 
new house, and furnished it with a large 
stock of goods, and had occupied it bat thirty 
hours when it was set on fire by a party of 
thieving scoundrels and burned to the ground. 
He succeeded in saving a portion of the goods, 
and the', were stowed in the old building, 
and were being sold ont as rapidly as pos- 
sible, as Mr. Gormtey desired to dose 
out his business and leave the place. 
He is one of the soundest Union men in the 
State, and no suspicion can be attached to 
him in regard to cartridge-boxes found on his 
premises. He had never explored the garret, 
and his first knowledge of the articles in ques- 
tion was when they were brought to light by 
i he guerillas on Saturday morning. After 
the dawn of day he prooured a guard of Fed- 
eral soldiers, stationed to protect the Elk 
Foik bridge, and searched the garret thor- 
oughly. Ip all, fifty cartridge-boxes were 
found aud taken possession of by the milita- 
ry. The guerillas left, paying for every- 
thing they got. They claimed that they 
were not guerillas, and told the merchants, 
that, if they circulated any reports that they 
bed stolen their goods, they would re- 
turn and take measures to make them 
speak more truthfully in the future. 

The gang was a portion of a command now 
b.irg organized in Logan and adjoining coun- 
ties by John W. Malone, who styles himself 
Colonel. He wsb formerly from Russellville, 
and, at the breaking out of the rebellion, held 
the honorable position of Judge of the Court cf 
Logan county. When our troops took pos- 
session of Russellville, he fled to Richmond, 
where he remained until about two months 
ago. Six weeks ago be was in Louisville, 
and we are informed that he took the oath of 
amnesty, and received the proper vouchers 
necessary to prelect him from rearrest. He 
immediately went to the lower portion of Lo- 
gan county, and formed the nucleus of a reg- 
iment, which he claims is intended for the 
Confederate service. He is said to be recruit- 
ing quite rapidly. Parties well acquainted 
with him say that he is a very desperate char- 
acter. 

A Pricious Document.— The following pre- 
cious official document and gem of modern 
literature was received by Colonel Fairleigh 
yesterday. We print it verbatim in order 
that the elegant composition may be preserved 
to fnture ages, and descend as a gem of sur- 
passing beauty to “thousands yet unborn.”

The Ghicaso Post on the Chicao > Plat- 
form.— If t ere is a conservative journal ia 
the country that deserves to be s‘ylc-d by way 
of eminence a t car journal, it is the Chicago 
Post, which thus unreservedly an l cordially 
indorses the Chicago platform : 

The Democratic Platform . — The great 
question has been decided. The last hope 
upon which the admlnistrationists depended 
for a division ot the Democratic p ir.y has 
toen bioken. The platform of the Chicago 
Convention was reported unanimously by a 
commiuce, and adopted nnanimouily by the 
convention. The talk of 1 'bolting,” of “sace- 
dirg,” ot holding another convention to pass 
“peace” resolutions and nominate “pekoe” 
candidates, has been an idle expenditure ot 
breath. The platform is Democratic all over; 
every line of it is filled with devotion to the 
Union under all circumstances; every line of 
it expresses a fixed, unalterable purpose to 
maintain the Union by every means that wi:l» 
secure that end and in the manner most con- 
ducive to the general prosperity, to national 
power, and to personal lioer-.y; every fine 
of it betrays the earnestness with which 
the framers of it sought to place 
themselves in firm protest against any ap 
pioval, aid, or euiouregement of any resist 
tauce or disobedience of law, and, above al’, 
against any wicked violation of tight under 
the pretence of governmental authority and 
mill-ary necesei y. Of all violators of law, 
that one is the worst who commits crime and 
shelters himself from the responsibility und-.r 
the cloak of official authority. 

The Dmecratic platform asserts ia a few 
•Jbritf senteuces the great principles that under- 
lie' the whole fabric of constitutional govern 
ment; and rarely, if indeed ever, hut a con- 
vention embodied in fewer words, or in more 
succinct terms, a broader and more emphatic 
declaration of the fundamental theories of the 
constitution, and applied them more forcibly 
to existing circumstances. 

The resolutions bat echo the nniversal sen- 
timent of the American people when they 
declare that the four years’ experiment of farce 
alone has proved a lamentable failure; and 
they do but give expression to the feeliogs o' 
the whole people when they declare that 
they are in favor of a resort to evsry 
possible means to res’ore peace and the Union 
They avow a willingness to have a cessation 
of hostilities, to treat for peace on the Dasis ot 
the Federal Union, and that if, in treating for 
that peace, a ^invention of the States in the 
future should he deemed advisable, they prom ■ 
ise that they will favor such convention, called, 
as it must be, in the manner and uuder th- 
fo- ins provided in the constitu'ion. To call 
this convention w ill require the concurrent 
action of two-thirds of tne States, and two- 
thirds of the States may call that convention 
in times of peace as well as now. Tne coun- 
try is in favor of peace es a substitute for 
war, provided the integrity of the Unios 
shall be preserved ; and the Democracy now 
propose whenever practicable to substitute 
the blessings of peace as an inducement for a 
return to the Union, in place of the sever- 
ities of war. Most men, brave and 
honorable men, will resist the sword unto 
death, who might be ted by a child with the 
gatlands of peace. The Democratic party do 
not prepose to seduce the troops or the people 
of a foreign land from their allegiance, but 
they propose to try at least and win back to 
their duty those of their own countrymen 
whose original estrangement has been almost 
turned into malignant hatred by the unre- 
lenting manner in which the war has been 
prosecuted. We venture to say that no pure- 
ly military measure resorted to in this war 
has created one thousandth part of the un- 
kindness which exists en the part of the 
rebel people toward the Union, as has the mis- 
erable orders of a Butler, or the r diculous 
proclamations of a Hunter. Henceforth, should 
the Democratic party have the government, 
peece commissioners shall precede the armies, 
peace offers shall precede and follow every 
battle, and the people of the South aud of the 
world Bhall be taught th at this is not a war ot 
races in which one must ha ( xterminated, but, 
on onr part at least, an effort to restore peace 
to a continent, to reopen the ports aud cnan- 
nels of commerce, to replant the now derola-e 
fields of the agriculturist, and to erect once 
more the American Union under one flag, 
one corsti-u-ion, with one nationality, one 
present, and one future.

tion. He recto sed to tho west Bide oa Sun- 
day night, and was attacked nearC mpbell’e 
Station by Rousseau on Monday. The result 
of the fight is not known. It is reported that 
Wheeler burned bis trains. He continued to 
retreat toward Florence and expect to join 
Roddy. Today Wiliiamj moved through 
Sbelbyville, and it is thought he will join 
Wbeexer near Pulaski. 

Milroy was menacing the rebels at Pula.ki 
at last accounts.

A letter from Teneriffe, dated August 14tb, 
faje: The steamer Florida arrived here yestar- 
day. She was permitted to take coal, and 
what provisions she r quired, and sailel at 
noon, going south. During her stay she re- 
ceived none of the courtesies extended to ves- 
sels of war visiting this port. It is reported 
that she came here direct from the coast of 
New Englaud, where she took and destroyed 
many vesse's, including a steamer with a very 
valuable cargo, which the pirates regret they 
did not save. 

' Cairo, Sspt 7. 

The steamer Arlhu", from New Orleans on 
the 31st ult., and the Bsiie Memphis, from 
Memphis on the 5tb, arrived. Tpe latter had 
two hundred and fifty bales of cotton for St 
Lcuis, which was seized here on aeejunt of 
illegality in shipment.

Chattanooga, Sspt. 5. 

We left Jonesboro, twenty two m:Ie3 be- 
yond Atlanta, about ten o’clock on tho morn- 
ing cf the 2d iust., and travelled nnder r-ro- 
ubtion of a cavalry escort, via Atlanta 
Hcod’s ermy was then in retreat, with Sasr- 
man fiercely pressing on his rear. The head 
cf Sherman’s column was skirmishing with 
tbo rebels near Fayetteville, some sis miles 
from Joreeboro. 

Tbe figbtirg around Jonraboro has been 
vesy severe, aud the enemy has been routed 
atallpoin'8. 

On tbe 30 b ult , tbe 4 h and 231 corps struck 
the Macon line some five miles beyond East- 
poiut Junction. Meantime, the Army of the 
Tei nreeee and Kilpatrick’s cavalry wars skir- 
mishing briskly with the enemy on oar rignt, 
driving tbcm scrce3 the Flint river toward 
Jonesboro. Hazer, of tho 15 h carps, toik 
possession of a pr« rninent bill, which was the 
key to the cm my’6 position. 

The other divisions formed on his right and 
left; the 16 b corps, somewhat retired, formed 
the extreme right, with ;he 17 h oa Lyon’s 
left; the 14th and 23d corps formed a con- 
necting lire, and extended beyond the rail- 
read on i he left. Tbe 15:h corps spent the 
night in trenching, and next day, before the 
right and left flanks bad taksn up their ad- 
vanced position, the enemy burst in masses 
on the 15th corps, bat were steadily add 
resolutely met, their repeated assaults bring 
repulsed, they losing several General officers, 
inducing Msjcr Generai Anderson, mortally 
wt undid Coionel Williams and Major Bar- 
ton, killed, five Colonels, Majors, &c, wound-' 
ed or taken prisoners, tosides near one thou- 
sand tank aud file killed, wounded, and cap- 
tured. 

Cur less was slight, as we fought behind onr 
werks. Tbe brunt of the fight fell on Ha- 
ten’s division, which cantured two flags. Next 
morning (the 1st of September), the 14th 
corps marched along the Macon line, destroy- 
ing the track for several miles, and, about 
four o’clock, tcok up a position on the left of 
the 15th corps, which was formed in line of 
battle. The enemy bad intrencted them- 
selves in front, and the 14:h corps was order- 
ed to asranit them. Cavalry and infantry 
steadily advanced under a scourging fire of 
musketry and artillery, and, after a most des- 
perate conflict ot some two hours duration, 
succeeded in driving the enemy from their 
works, capturing two b tteries, one of whith 
was Loomis’s celebrated battery, taken from 
ns at Cbickamauea (five guns) and another of 
fonr guus. seme battle -flags, and a large num- 
ber of prisoners. 

We also took General Gaven and his Adjn- 
tent-Generai. Brigadier-General Cummings, 
of 8. D. Lee’s corps, was mortally wounded. 

It is said an entire brigade was captured 
with Gaven. This swells our list of prisoners 
to rear two thousand. 

While the 14th corps was thus imbly and 
fiercely engaged, the Army of the Tennessee 
and 4th corps were vigorously pressing tne 
enemy on the right and left. 

Early ia the nigbt, Lee’s (rebel) corps moved 
noiselessly away, with the intention of form- 
ire a inaction with Stewart s corps, which 
bed remained in Atlanta, besideseix hundred 
militia, which Hood had stationed there to 
watcb Sherman's movements, which seemrd 
to confound him. The command in the field 



tberefere devolved on Hardee, who retreated 
along the Macon Railroad. 

Hood, finding his situation desperate in 
Atlanta, also retreated, first burning up nearly 
one thousand bales of cotton and eighty-six 
wagons laden with ammunition, chiefly car- 
tridges and canister. 

At the break of day, when Sherman found 
the enemy had retreated, he put his whole 
army in motion, and followed in hot pursoi', 
his object being to pet between Hood and 
Hardee, and thus cut off.ithtr party. Thou.h 
he may net succeed in this, as they hal an a 1 
night’s start, he will certainly harass their 
rear, ent'ing off and capturing large number-'. 

The deieat has a most paraljzrag effect on 
Hood’s army, for soldiers and militia are 
breaking for home on all sides. We hea d 
tbe rear of exploding ammunition at A lauta 
and at Jonesboro’ General Slocum, who wis 
guarairg onr communications and trairs 
alor g the Chattahoocbie, eent forward a dr. 
taclment from Ward e, Geary 'a, and Wiliiams’B 
divisions cn a reconiiois-ance. Toe 3 e ad- 
vanced to the city, wh’ch they found evacu- 
ated, and entered about 11 o’clock on th 9 
mornirg of tbe 2d of September. Tney were 
at once met by a deputation, comprising tbe 
Mavor, High Sheriff, and some citizens, who 
made a formal surrender of the town to Gen- 
eral Ward; simply making the following re- 
quest:

Sra-Tho fortunes of war have placed the city of 
Atlanta In your hands A« Mayor of this city, I ask 
protection tor Lon combatants and pri -ate property.

The town 
is much damaged, and mess of the inhtbi 
tauts have left.

We have files cf rebel papers, from which 
it is. evident that Hood was completely igor- 
ant of tbe drift of Sherman’s manajuvres. 
Sherman’s movement was made with his 
whole army, with fitteen days’ supplies, ex- 
c pt the 20— corps, which had fallen back to 
tbe rear. 

Sherman moved compactly, on parallel 
roads, passing around the left flank of the 
enemy, erne-ing the Montgomery line, and 
flunking for Jonesboro. The road is good, 
weather favorable, and everything continu- 
ing to facili'tce our success. In the chargs of 
the 14 h corps the folio ing casualties took 
pace:

Mbtinirbs of the Boukty.— The Boston 
Advertiser says few episodes in naval history 
are more romantic than the story of the Mu- 
tineers of the Bounty. What caused the mu- 
tiny was never very o’ear, though the strange 
fate of thoee engaged in it, who took refuga 
in Pitcairn’s Island, has invested it with un- 
usual interest. The severe sufferings of Cap- 
tain Biigh and the eighteen set adrift with 
him, routed such official indignation in Eng- 
and that the Pandora frigate was seat in 
search of the Bounty to tha Society Islands. 
Several of tt e mutineers were there caught and 
carried to England, and throe of them were 
afterwards executed; bat Christian, the leader, 
and eight others, together with six men and 
twelve women of Tahiti, jiad sailed away in 
the Bounty to Pitcairn’s Island, and after 
stripping the ship burnt it, and thus isolated 
th'mselves from their race. Christian had 
taken care not to name tbeir proposed desti- 
nation, and the Pandora, after fruitless wan- 
derings, abandoned the search without find- 
ing any trace of the Bounty. What became 
of the mutineers was unknown nctil 
about 1808, Captain Folger, of a Nan- 
tucket sealer, by accident touched at 
Pitcairn’s Island. He communicated to 
Sir Sidney Smith the existence of a eolony 
hitherto unknown in England, which, on this 
solitary little island, oniy about seven miles 
in circumference, in the mid3t of the Pacific 
Oscan, spoke the English language. About 
six years later two vessels of the English navy 
approached Pitcairn's Island in search of a 
pirate, when they were much surprised to see 
a canoe push through the surf, and a man who 
talked English, a sou of Christian, the muti- 
neer, as it afterwards appeared, mount the 
ship’s side. But it was not until 1829 that the 
people of England discovered that the escaped 
mutineers had left a colony of descendants 
there. 

The story of this colony, then first heard 
was so strange that it soon became widely 
known. Violent quarrels had quickly di- 
minished the number of the refugees, until at 
last, of the original band of Englishmen John 
Adams aloDe survived, while his only com- 
panions were the Tihitian women and their 
children by the mutineers. Adams now be- 
gan a new life, caused immediately, it is said 
by a dream, in which he thought the angel 
Gabriel appeared to him and enj fined him to 
redeem the past However that may be, cer- 
tain it is that he became the patriarch of this 
little ccloDy, which, before they ware dis- 
covered, had adopted and practised, with an 
earnestxess and sincerity never perhaps 
equalled by an entire community, the prin- 
ciples of the Christian religion, while they 
were at the same time as ignorant of the arts 
as they were of the vices of civilisation. Since 
1829 these people have never been quite lost 
sight of, bat little has bsen known by the 
public at large of their actual condition. As 
their numbers increase beyond tha capacity of 
the island to maintain them, the British gov- 
ernment removed them to Tahiti; but, dis 
pasted with the immorality they saw, which 
was inexplicable to this little community, ac- 
customed daily to assemble twice for prayer, 
and to fast once in every week, they earnest y 
begged to return to their former home, and 
were accordingly taken back. But the neces- 
sity for migration became imperative, for Pit- 
cairn’s IsUud was inadequate to their main- 
tenance. At the suggestion of Q ueen Victoria, 
it is said, it was pro nosed to transplant 'hem 
to Norfolk Island, which, sines the convicts 
had been removed, was uninhabited. This 
offer was accepted, and thither they were 
carried, in I860, and the present condition of 
the colony has been, by the Q wen's command, 
recently made the subject of a report to the 
British Parliament. 

Norfolk Islaud was well adapted to their 
nee, provided, as it was, with roads, houses, 
and many of the external forms of civiliz ;i ex 
is'PDce which had been established there by 
the convicts. Bat these simple, half bred peo- 
ple were as ignerant as their maternal ances- 
tors, and the colony did not prosper at first, 
through want ot instruction in the modes of 
civilized life. Such was the state of things 
when Sir William Denison, Governor of New 
South Wales, visited the island. Under his 
beneficent care, however, tha condition of at 
fairs rapidly changed. Ho supplied them wi;h 
stores, revised their law3, and recommended 
to the Duke of Newcastle the sending to them 
of virions kinds of instructors. During his 
s' ay, by rather an amusing coincidence, he, 
the Governor of a colony, stood godfather to 
s grandson of the leader of the mutineers 
The Governor's godson made the colony num- 
ber two hundred and twelve. 

A system of communism, as perfect as per- 
hsps as ever was known to exist, was prac- 
tised by the colonists. Cattle aad sheep were 
common property, and the laud was need in 
ootnmon. This primitive mode of life the 
Governor did not approve, and recommended 
a partition of goods. He made few changes 
in their simple laws, and probably their code 
is not equalled in brevity by any other set of 
statutes. It contains only forty-two laws; 
and those so short that they fill about three 
ostavo pages. The Governor of New South 
Wales is their Governor; and, iu his absence, 
three magistrates, elected annually by uni- 
versal suff -age, exercise the executive power. 
The courts are very paternal in their action, 
and their jury consists of seven persons. 
Education is compulsory, and they have a 
perfect Maine liquor law. The U36 of bad 
language, the bearing of fal3o witness, and 
slander are punished by a fine, and any crime 
which exceeds the contemplation of this code 
is punished according to the law3 of Now 
South Wales. 

The recommendations ot Sir William have 
mostly been carried into effect. The chief 
want, a convenient port, is iu a fair way to 
be supplied, though it may interfere with the 
present rule of not allowing strangers to re- 
main on tha island. Sir John Young, who 
has vifited the islaud since Sir William's visit, 
atd has also made a report upon it, thinks 
the revenue, derived from ‘.he Socks, will 



probably suffice for the requirements of the 
colony. The islanders now live in security 
and abundance, and under the continuance of 
the same wise care, they will, iu a few years, 

probably be able to stand alone and provide 
for their own support. 

Such is the present condition of the descend- 
ants of the mutineers of the Bounty. A more 
striking instance of total change, wrought by 
I the influence of one man, the eumvorofa 
; baDd of murderers — for such they were, upon 
| one another, after they burnt the Bounty — is 
hardly to be found. That each a change, so 
conspicuous after the murdarou3 acts which 
cutoff the other mutineers, should have oc- 
curred in that one man is perhaps not lest 
wonderful than the work which he, with no 
couneellors except a Bible and prayer book 
saved from the Bounty, afterwards performed 

Dows is Tennessee.— I n Mr. Kirke’a new 
volume, with the above title, is a very inter, 
esting account of “Biole” (William J ) Smith, 
the celebrated ecout of Rcsecraas’s army. It 
appears that in November, 1850, Mr. Kirke, 
in one ot bis Southern journeys, sought shel- 
ter from a stoim, at Smith’s house, near the 
little town cf Richmond, in Bedford county, 
Tennessee, and subsequently, in May, 1863, 
met him at Murfreesboro. Thirteen years had 
passed, but Smith approached' Kirke, as he 
alighted at the railway depot, and, laying his 
hand on his shoulder, accosted him as follows: 
"I know’d it was ye; I know’d ye the minnic 
I sot eyes on je. I’d a know’d ye if yer face 
had been blacker’n yer Whig principle.” 
Regarding Smith as a “representative man’ 
of the better class of po»r white* — who, he 
states, comprise two thirds of the whites of 
the South — Mr. Kirke gives a full account of 
his manner of life at home, and of his history 
since the breaking out of the rebellion. Some 
of this account is full of humor — as witness 
Bible’s story of his courtship, and of the 
singular duel he fought with Clingman, the 
North Carolina M. C. — and some of it is 
touched with the deepest pathos. In modern 
biography it might be difficult to find many 
instances of filial devotion like the following. 

• Bible, had been arrested for his loyalty and 
taken before the Military Commission “sittin 1 
ter Chattanooga.” Escaping from custody, 
he had reached home, and, joined by hit only 
sod, a lad of eighteen, had started on foot for 
the Union lines, when — but the rest we will 
let the scout tell in his own words: 

We traveled sil thet night through the tim- 
ber, and jest at sun-down on the next day 
come to a elarin’. We was mighty tired, but 
’twculdn’t do ter sleep tbar, fur the trees wus 
nigh a rod asunder; so we luck’d round, aa, 
on t’other side uv the road, not half a mile 
off, seed ’bout a acre U7 laurel bush — ye 
knows what them is, some on ’em so thick a 
cog katn’t git through ’em. Jako war tireder 
nur I war, sd’ he sed ter me, “D*d,” stz be, 
"let us git under kiver ter onst. I feels loike 
I couldn’t stand up no longer.” It wai fool- 
hardy loike, fur the sun warn’t c’ar down, 
bu r I cou da’t b’ar ter see the boy so, an’ agin 
my judgment, we went down the road ter toe 
laurels. We lay thar tii! mimin' an’ slop’ so 
icund that I reckon ef forty yerthqaakes 
bad shuck the yerth, they wouldn't bev 
wtked us. Soon as suu up, Jake riz, an 
went ter the edge uv the thicket to rekia- 
neitter. He htda’t stood thar five mluaitj— 
right in plain eight, au’ not more’n a nuu’nd 
rods from me — afore I yered a shot, aa’ seed 
the pore boy throw up his arms, an’ fall ter the 
ground. Ia less nur no time fifty seoesh w.,s 
oo him. I was epringin’ up to go ter him, 
whan suthia’ tuck me by tbe shoulder, helt 
me back, and said to me, "Ye fcam’t do 
nothin for bim. Leave im’ ter the Lord. S ave 
yerstlf for the kentry.” I went agia uatar, 
but it ’peered the Lord’s voice, so I crouched 
down agin ’mong the bathes. I never kaotv’d 
wbat it war thet saved me till nigh ay ’ararter- 
wsds. Tfcen I tuck that leftenant pria’aer— I 
could bev shot him, but I guv him his lifs ter 
repent in, an’ be done it; he’s a decent m an 
dow, b’loDgin’ terCunnel Johnson’s regiment. 
Wall, I tuck bim, an’ he said tor me: * I wat 
aaide uv thet pore boy when he war dyin ’’ 
He turned his eyes onter me jest as hs war 
goin’, and’ he said: ‘ Ye karu’t kotch him. 
He’s ont o’ tbebushl Ha! ba! Ha said the', 
and died. Ter save me, died with a lie cn 
tis lips!” 

Hie emotion choked his utterance for a 
while. When he resumed, ha aa'd: 

“At the eend uv a fortni’t, trav’lin’ by night 
an’ s’etpin’ by day, an’ livin’ on the derki >8 
when my fixin’s guv cut, 1 got into the Union 
lines ’buv Nashville.” 

Mr. Kirke goes on to say, that — 

Bible’s intimate knowledge of the country, 
and acquaintance with the loyal meu of the 
dietrict, enabled bim to perform more actual 
service to the Union cause than a regiment cf 
men in tbe ranks. Hiding in the woods, or 
secreting himself in the houses of bis friends 
by day, he would sally forth by night, and, 
penetrating far into the rebel lines, frequently 
gather information nf great importance to our 
army. Often days without food, sleeping out 
in tbe cold and the rain, bunted down with 
bicod-fccund?, betrayed by pretended friends, 
waylaid by whole regiments, the mark for a 
thousand r fles, and with the gallows ever be- 
fore him, he went on in his perilous work 
with a single-hearted devotion to hi3 country, 
and an tamest, child-like reliance on Q>d 
that wcnld do honor to the best names in 
bi6*ory. 

His scouting adventures would fill a vol- 
ume, and read more like a romance of the mid- 
dle ages than a matter- of fact history of the 
present time. On one occaeiOD, wh*n about 
five miles outside of our lines, be came, late 
at night, upon a party of rebel officers, making 
merry at the house of a woalthy secessiouis'. 
Riding coolly op to the mounted orderly on 
guard before tbe doorway, he pinioned his 
a’ ms. throat a handkerchief into his mouth, 
ard led him quietly out of hearing. Taen 
biddirg him dismout, and tj tag him to a tree, 
he removed the impromptu gag, and levelling 
a rev< lver at bis head, said to him: 

‘Now, tell me, ye rebel villun, whot whis- 
Vey-kags wus ye a watchin’ thar? Speak 
troth, or I’ll guv ye free passage ter a hot 
kentry.” 

"Nine cPii'ers,” said the trembling rebel; 
“a connel, two majors, a surgeon, two cap’ us, 
an’ the ie3t Ufienanis.” 

"W bar’s thar weapons?” 

"Tbar swords is in the hill- way. None on 
’em bain’t pistols ’cept the aargeon — ho 
meught hev a ’volver." 

"What nigs is they round?” 

"Nary one, I rw kon, more’n a old man 
tbn, (pointing to the kitchen buildiag) an’ the 
gal- in tbe bouse.” 

"Wall, I’ll let ye go for this, ef ye’a telled 
tbetru h. Efyehain’t, ye’d bitter be a sayin’ 
yer preyers ter oust, fur the Lord won’t yere 
ye on the t’other eide uv Jordan.” 

Fastening bis horse in “the timber,” aud 
creeping up to the house, he then reconnoitred 
the kitchen premises. Toe o'd man— a atout, 
stalwart negro of about fifty — sat dozing in 
tbe corner, aDd his wife, a young mulatto wo- 
men, was cooking wild fowl over the fire 
Opening the rtcv.r, and placing his fi’g-ron 
his lips to eDjoin Silence, Bible beckoned to 
tbe women. She came to him, and, looking 
her fell in the eye lor a moment, he said to 
her: "I kin trust ye. Wad yo an' yer old 'as 
leike ter git out o’ tbe claws uv these duruei 
semh?” 

"Y-s, yas, Masse,” she replied, “we wed 
We’s Union! Wod lo'ks ter git 'way 
Mrssal” 

Tben awakening her husband. Bible said to 
bim: "Uncle, would ye risk ysr life fur y rr 
feedom?” a 

■ "Ef da ’s a chance, Mas a, aright smar 
chance. Dis darkey finks a heap i b nie 
life, be dots, Mass*. It 'm ’bout all hem 
got.” 

"Yap, yas, I know; but ye shill hey free- 
dom.

ble, as coolly as if nothing had happened, 
'guv me the sbootia’ iron, an’ surrender, or 
we’ll sot the res' on ye ter h.s wusk — rakin 
ceala tur the devil’ furnace — iu less cur a min’ 
nit.

Wi'tout more hesitation the rebel colone’ 
banded the ecout the fallen man’s pit to!, and 
then, all, followed by the scout ar.d the negro, 
marched quietly out ot the front door, h he 
mulatto woman, holding the homes, was 
standing in the highway. 

"Hitch 'he nags, my party gal,” said the 
Scout, "at ’ git a coil. An' ye, gentlemen, sot 
down, an’ b.y nothin' — ’cept it mought ba yor 
prayers; but ihtm, I reckon, ye haia’c lamed 
yit.” 

Ite ni^re.-s soon returned wi'.h the rops, 

ana while Bible aDd her husband covered 
them with their revolvers, she tied the arras 
of the p.ostrate chivalry. When this was 
done, the scout affixed a long rope to the 
waist of vbe officer on either flank of the col- 
umn, and, taking one in his own baud, aud 
giving tbe other to the negro, cried out: 

"Sogers uv the Fust I'enuetset l Mount!” 

The regiment bounded into tne saddle, and 
in that plight — the planter and the eight cap- 
tive officers marching ou before, the self-ap- 
pointed "ennnei” and bis chnf officer Wring- 
ing up tbe rear, and the rest of his command 
—the yellow woman — a-itraddle of a horse 
bt tween them— they entered tbe Union lines. 

Here Mr. Kirke ends this incident. The 
Bceton Transcript says it has heard that on 
Bible’s arrival within onr pickets, Colonel 
(now Genera!) Stoughton demanded of him 
the delivery of his prisoners. The scout re- 
fused, savins: ‘ I doant reporter no small fry 
like ye is, Cunael, 'ticularly when ye’s 
only a rigiment, an’ I hes a holl divis- 
ion. I doant deliver my corpse ter 
nothin’ short o’ the General himself. ’ 
And be did not. At half- post three o’clock 
in the morning he marched his ' corpse” up 
to headquarters and made an orderly awake 
the General. Rotecrans came to the door in 
his night apparel, and, on learning the real 
state of things, went into explosions of laugh- 
ter. Tbe ncise attracted the members of hia 
staff, and when a dozen or more thinly clad 
gentlemen had gathered round him, the Gen- 
eral composed himself enough to accept the 
de’ivery of the prisoners, aud to appoint Bible 
commander-in-chief of all tbe black troops 
his department. Mr. Kirke has omitted 
th's incident, evidently from a fear of wound- 
ing the sensitiveness of Ro3tcrans, but there 
is nothing in it the General need be ashamed 
of, end it is tco good to be lest, so we print it
